By Way of Information, 



Nothing elser can make so vivid any historical event as to visit the 
place where it occured. Doubtless the next best thing is to study such 
localities on the screen by means of lantern slides. Possibly it has oc- 
curred to many teachers of Caesar that, could the scenes of the events 
of the Gallic War be shown to classes, interest would be greatly stimu- 
lated — but no such slides could be obtained. 

With the idea of supplying this lack I spent the summer of 1899 in 
France, Switzerland^ Germany, Holland, Belgium and England, travel- 
ing over 3,000 miles by wheel, making a study of the topography of 
Caesar's campaigns. With a 5x7 long-focus camera about two hundred 
and fifty views were taken with the express purpose of illustrating the 
various sites to students in high schools and colleges. 

For the past four years slides from these negatives have been used 
in Caesar classes under my supervision with the most satisfactory results. 
In lectures before teachers* associations (especially the Michigan School- 
masters' Club) they have aroused great interest. In resi)onse to nu- 
merous inquiries, I have at last made arrangements whereby I am now 
able to supply these slides to any school or college wishing to purchase 
them. I have no hesitation in saying that this collection of slides is the 
most important aid toward making Caesar vivid and interesting that has 
recently been brought within the reach of schools. 

In the following list all slides numbered below 1,000 are from my 
own original negatives. Those numbered above 1,000 are from various 
soui'ces. The maps of the Gallic War are from the atlas accompanying 
Napoleon's Julius Caesar except where these have been pi'K)ved erroneous 
by the later investigations of Colonel Stoffel, in which case the maps of 
Colonel Stoffel have been used. In addition to the maps numerous other 
slides of interest to teachers of Caesar are catalogued. 

From the short time at my command I attempted to make no personal 
investigation regarding the claims of disputed sites, but followed 
Napoleon's views as modified by Colonel Stoffel. In a few localities, 
notably Besancon (Vesontio) because of rigid military rules regarding 
the use of canteras near fortifications, no views could be taken. Because 
of lack of time some localities were entirely omitted — notably the 
theater of the campaign against the Veneti. 

With reference to the topography of tUe Gallic War, the following 
are perhaps the most important works, arranged in the order of their 
publication :

As stated, all these are put up for pocket use. For the intensive study 
of sites of battles, one should also have the proper sheets of the great 
Carte de France de TEtat-Major. These sheets are on the scale of 1 to 
80,000. The sheets are cut into quarters about 14x21 inches, and are 
sold in paper for 0.30 francs per quarter. They can also be obtained 
at Xeal's, 248 Rue de Rivoli, Paris. 

It will be noticed that In the list a few numbers are starred. This 
Indicates that the slide, wnile good enough to be used for illustration, 
is in some respect technically imperfect, due partly to conditions of 
weather when the negatives were exposed and partly to some defective 
films purchased in Paris. 

Besides this list (Supplement No. 2) I publish also a Catalogue and 
Supplement No. 1. These include over 4CKK) slides on Greek and Roman 
Archaeology, and give the source of each slide. Price for the two post- 
paid, twenty cents in stamps or currency.
